”ajc sty  the  Emperor  of  China,  Chang  Yen  Boon,  Minister  Pleni¬ 
potentiary,  Minister  of  the  I  s  jr.gl i-ynne ,  Holding  the  rank  of 
the  President,  of  a  -card  and  Senior  Vica-Pre  s ident  of  the  Board 
of  Revenue:

His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan  may  appoint  Consuls-Ger.eral , 
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consuls,  Vice-Consuls  and  Consular  Agents  to  reside  at  such  of  tho 
ports,  cities  and  towns  of  China,  which  are  no w,  cr  may  hereafter 
he,  opened  to  foreign  residence  and  trade,  as  the  interests  of  the 
Empire  of  .Japan  "ay  require.

Authorities,  a.d  they  s..v'  .  e:.i>y  all  the  attributes,  authority, 
Juried  c'*l0:i-  privileges  a  \i  i;  .unities  which  arc,  or  nay  hereafter 
be,  extended  to  similar  oil  leers  of  the  nation  most  favoured  in 
these  respect. 

His  "ajesty  the  Emperor  of  China  may  likewise  appoint  Consuls- 
General,  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls  and  Consular  Agents  to  reside  at 
any  or  all  of  these  places  in  Japan,  v/here  Consular  officers  of 
other  nations  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  admitted,  and,  saving 
in  the  matter  of  Jurisdiction  in  respect  of  Chinese  subjects  and 
property  in  Japan,  which  is  reserved  to  the  Japanese  Judicial 
Courts,  they  shall  enjoy  the  rights  and  privileges  that  are  usually 
accorded  to  such  officers.

ARTICLE  IV 

Japanese  subjects  may,  with  their  families,  employees  arid 
servants,  frequent,  reside  and  carry  cn  trade,  industries  and 
manufactures,  or  pursue  any  other  lawful  avocations  in  all  the 
ports,  cities  and  towr.3  of  China,  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
opened  to  foreign  residence  and  trade.  They  are  at  liberty  to 
proceed  to  or  from  any  of  the  open  ports  with  their  merchandise 
and  effects,  and  within  the  localities  at  those  places  which  hav6 
already  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  set  apart  for  the  U3e  and 
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occupation  of  foreigners, 

noue3'  r€nt  lease  land,  ar.d  to  build  churches,  cemeteries 
and  hospitals,  enjoying  in  all  respect  the  same  privileges  and 
immunities  as  are  now,  cr  may  hereafter  be,  granted  to  the 
subjects  or  citizens  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  V 

Japanese  vessels  nay  touch  'or  the  purpose  of  landing  and 
shipping  passengers  and  merchandise  in  accordance  with  the  existir. 
Rules  and  Regulations  concerning  foreign  trade  there  at  all  these 
places  in  China,  which  are  new  ports  o:  call,  namei"  ITfcan-ching, 
Ta-tung,  Hu-kow,  i/u-sueh,  Lu-chi-U:w  and  /oosung  and  such  other 
places  as  may  hereafter  be  made  ports  of  call  also.  If  any  vessel 
should  unlawfully  enter  ports  other  than  open  ports  and  ports  of 
call  in  China  or  carr,f  on  clandestine  trade  along  the  coast  or 
rivers,  the  vessel  wi  h  her  cargo  shall  be  subject  to  confiscation 
by  the  Chinese  Government. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Japanese  subjects  may  travel,  for  their  pleasure  or  for 
purposes  of  tradc  ,  to  all  pnrt3  of  the  interior  of  China,  under 
p?„ssports  issued  by  Japanese  Consuls  and  countersigned  by  the 
Local  Authorities.  These  passports,  if  demanded,  must  be  pro¬ 
duced  for  examination  in  the  localities  passed  through.  If  the 
pas sport 3  by  not  irregular,  the  bearers  will  b6  allowed  to  proceed 
and  no  opposition  shall  bc  offered  ts  their  hiring  of  persons, 
animals,  cart 3  or  vessels  for  their  own  conveyance  or  for  the 
carriage  of  their  personal  effects  or  merchandise.  If  they  be

ARTICLE  VII 

Japanese  subjects  residing  in  the  open  ports  of  China  may 
take  into  their  service  Chinese  subjects  and  employ  them  in  any 
lawful  capacity  without  restraint  or  hindrance  from  the  Chinese 
Government  or  Authorities. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Japanese  subjects  may  hire  whatever  boats  they  please  for 
the  conveyance  of  cargo  or  passengers  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  for 
such  boats  shall  be  settled  between  the  parties  themselves,  with¬ 
out  the  interference  of  the  Chinese  Government  or  officers.  No. 
limit  shall  be  put  upon  th6  number  of  boats,  neither  shall  a 
monopoly  lr.  respect  either  of  the  boats  or  of  the  porters  or 
coolies  engaged  ir.  carrying  goods  be  granted  to  any  parties.  If 
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any  smuggling  takes  place  in  the"',  the  offenders  will  01  course  be 
pur.'. she A  according  to  law.

from  China  to  Japan  be  charged  upon  such  importation  or  ex¬ 
portation,  other  or  higher  duties  than  are  now ,  or  r.ay  hereafter  b 
imposed  in  China  on  +  he  like  article  when  imported  from  or  ex¬ 
ported  to  the  nation  most  favoured  in  those  "cspscts. 

ARTICLE  X 

All  articles  duly  imported  into  China  by  Japanese  subjects 
or  from  Japan  shall,  v/hile  being  transported,  subject  to  the 
existing  Regulations,  from  one  open  port  to  another,  be  wholly 
exempt  from  all  taxes.  Imposts,  duties,  lelcln,  charges  and 
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exact ior.H  of  every  nature  and  kind  whatsoever,  irrenoectlve  of 
tb.e  nationality  of  the  owner  or  possessor  of  the  articles,  or 
the  r.at  ioral  ify  of  the  conveyance  or  vessel  ir.  which  the  trans¬ 
portation  is  made.

The  present  Treaty  4 a  signed  In  the-  Japanese,  Chinese  and 
English  languages.  In  order,  however,  to  prevent  future  dis*- 
cussions,  the  Plenipotentiaries  ot  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
have  agreed  upon  that  In  case  of  any  divergence  In  the  inter¬ 
pretation  between  the  Japanese  and  Chinese  texts  of  the  Treaty, 
the  difference  shall  be  settled  by  reference  to  the  English  text. 

ARTICLE  XXIX 

The  present  Treaty  shall  ve  ratified  by  His  Majesty  the 
Emperor  of  Japan  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  China,  end  the 
ratifications  thereof  shall  be  exchanged  at  Peking  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  not  later  than  three  months  from  the  present  date. 

In  witness  vthereof,  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have 
signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  their  arms. 

Done  at  Pekin  :  this  21st  day  of  the  7th  month  of  the  29th 
year  of  Heiji,  corresponding  t,o  the  eleventh  day  of  the  3.1xth 
month  of  the  22r.d  year  of  Huang  HsU.
